3, From 25 July to 23 August approximately 1,000 tons of strategic goods, including 
motals, machinery and spare parts, industrial chemicals, electrical supplies 
and pharmaceuticals, were moved from Macao to ChiuGhou and the Customs Office 
at T’aishan® for transshipment to Canton.

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4. During August 1952, 4,000 tons of strategic goods, including radio equipment, 
industrial chemicals, metals and pharmaceuticals, were smuggled from Macao’ to 
mainland ports, including Amoy. Despite. the trade restrictions which were ‘in 
effect during the negotiations between Chinese Commmist and Portuguese authorities 
after the Macao border incident, the volume of goods smuggled during the month of 25X1
